AUTOMATIC  DRIVING 
PRIVILEGE  SUSPENSION 
FOR  DUI  ARREST 


Illinois  drivers  arrested  for  driving  under  the 
influence  (DUI)  will  now  automatically  suffer  swift 
and  certain  loss  of  driving  privileges.  Summary 
suspension  should  provide  a  new  strong 
deterrent  to  driving  under  the  influence  in  this 
state. 

Five  years  ago,  Illinois  had  one  of  the  most 
complicated  and  counterproductive  DUI  laws  in 
the  nation.  However,  reforms  effective  in  1 982 
and  1984  and  the  most  recent  changes,  which 
became  effective  January  1 , 1 986,  have  given 
this  state  one  of  the  most  effective  DUI  laws  in 
the  country.  Other  changes  include  tougher 
penalties  for  several  alcohol-related  offenses 
and  greater  rights  for  victims  of  DUI  crashes. 

This  success  could  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  support  and  assistance  of  many 
Illinois  citizens,  businesses  and  public  officials 
who  have  worked  together  to  pass  new  laws  and 
establish  stronger  DUI  programs.  Their  efforts 
will  ultimately  be  reflected  in  fewer  DUI  offenders 
and,  more  importantly,  in  safer  highways  for  all 
Illinois  motorists.

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SUMMARY  DRIVERS  LICENSE  SUSPENSION 


Beginning  January  1 , 1 986,  a  motorist 
arrested  for  a  first  DUI  offense  could  expect 
the  following  under  the  summary  drivers  license 
suspension  law: 

January  1  -  An  arrest  occurs.  If  the  driver  is 
found  to  have  a  blood  alcohol  concentration 
(BAC)  of  .1 0  or  more,  driving  privileges  will  be 
suspended  for  three  months.  However,  if  the 
driver  refuses  to  submit  to  chemical  testing, 
driving  privileges  will  be  suspended  for  six 
months.  (For  a  repeat  offense,  a  1 2-month 
suspension  will  be  imposed  in  either  case.)  The 
arresting  officer  will  take  the  person's  drivers 
license  and  issue  the  driver  a  temporary  receipt 
to  drive  which  is  good  for  45  days. 

February  16  -  Driving  privileges  are 
automatically  suspended  on  this  date  unless  a 
court  hearing,  requested  by  the  driver, 
determines  that  the  arrest  procedure  was 
conducted  improperly.  If  this  was  a  first  offense, 
the  driver  may  request  from  the  court  a  Judicial 
Driving  Permit  (JDP)  allowing  limited  driving. 
However,  the  JDP  could  not  become  effective 
until  the  31  st  day  of  the  summary  drivers  license 
suspension  and  the  person  would  have  no 
driving  privileges  for  30  days. 


March  1 8  -  This  is  the  first  date  that 
offenders  who  obtain  a  JDP  would  be  permitted 
to  drive  on  a  limited  basis. 

May  1 6  -  If  the  driver  was  found  to  have  a 
BAC  of .  1 0  or  more  at  the  time  of  arrest  and  was 
subject  to  a  three-month  suspension,  this  is  the 
earliest  date  at  which  full  driving  privileges  would 
be  restored. 

August  16  -  If  the  driver  refused  or  failed 
to  complete  chemical  testing  at  the  time  of  arrest 
and  was  subject  to  a  six-month  suspension,  this 
is  the  earliest  date  that  full  driving  privileges 
would  be  restored. 

IN  ADDITION  TO  THE  SUMMARY  DRIVERS 
LICENSE  SUSPENSION,  DRIVERS  CON¬ 
VICTED  OF  DUI  ARE  SUBJECT  TO  THE 
FOLLOWING  PENALTIES: 

•  Loss  of  driving  privileges  for  a  minimum  of 
one  year. 

•  Possible  imprisonment  for  up  to  one  year. 

•  Maximum  fine  of  $1,000.

OTHER  CHANGES  IN  THE 
ILLINOIS  DUI  PROGRAM 

Effective  January  1 , 1 986 


•  All  Illinois  drivers  are  issued  color-coded 
drivers  licenses  which  clearly  identify 
drivers  under  the  age  of  21  with  a  red 
photo  background,  red  trim  and  the  words 
"Under  21." 

•  The  penalty  for  reckless  homicide  has 
been  increased  from  a  Class  4  to  a  Class  3 
felony,  punishable  by  two  to  five  years  in 
prison. 

•  The  penalty  for  giving  alcohol  to  someone 
under  age  21  has  been  increased  from  a 
Class  B  to  a  Class  A  misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  up  to  one  year  in  prison. 

•  It  is  now  a  Class  A  misdemeanor  for  a 
vehicle  owner  to  knowingly  allow  a  driver 
under  the  influence  to  operate  the  vehicle 
on  the  highway. 

•  Dram  Shop  liability  limits  have  been 
increased  to  $30,000  for  personal  injury 
and  $40,000  for  loss  of  support. 


DUI  VICTIMS’  RIGHTS 

Legislation  effective  January  1 , 1 986,  gives 

new  rights  to  the  victims  of  DUI  crashes  involving 

personal  injury  or  death  . 

•  The  victims  of  DUI  injury  and  reckless 
homicide  crashes  and  their  families  will  be 
notified  of  all  court  dates  and  of  decisions 
made  affecting  the  disposition  of  the  case. 

•  During  the  sentencing  hearing  for  a  case 
involving  personal  injury  or  reckless 
homicide,  victims  may  present  written 
statements  and  make  oral  comments. 

•  Judges  are  required  to  indicate  "on  the 
record "  their  reasons  for  sentencing 
offenders  in  DUI  cases  involving  personal 
injury  or  death. 

HELP  FIGHT  DUI 

•  DON'T  DRINK  &  DRIVE.  If  you  drink 
alcohol,  let  a  friend  drive  or  call  a  cab. 

•  BE  A  RESPONSIBLE  HOST.  Stop 
serving  drinks  early.  Make  sure  intoxicated 
guests  don't  drive. 

•  DESIGNATE  A  DRIVER.  Have  one 
person  in  your  group  refrain  from  drinking 
to  assure  a  safe  trip  home. 

•  DON'T  MIX  ALCOHOL  AND  DRUGS. 

For  example,  one  antihistamine  with  a  drink 
may  double  the  impairment  effect  of  both. 

•  WEAR  YOUR  SEAT  BELT.
